Car Shortage Blamed 
Cur shortage w'as chief item of con­ 
tributing to the short hours. 
The re­ 
port of the geological survey for the 
week ending, Oct. l l , covering 3,109 
soft coal mines with a 
capacity 
of 
IO,XGC.OOO tons a week, showed the 
mines Irid been operating at 7 4 per 
cent of their full time capacity, the 
highest murk attained 
durin g 
the 
year. 
The lost time, 
or 
shutdown, 
am ounted to 24 per cent of the full 
time capacity. 
Of this 17 per cent was a ttrib u ted 
to car shortage, 3 per cent to mine 
disability, 2 p e r c e n t to sundry causes 
and 4 per cent to labor sh ortage and 
strikes. 
In o th e r words, ,Miring that week 
the m ining plant cf the country, in­ 
stead of working eight hours a day, 
worked only 
three-fourths 
of 
the 
time, or six hours a day.

lost 
about an hour and 20 minutes from 
lack of cars, 20 minutes due to break-
